Epidemic Strikes Richest Province 
in All China, Death List Amount- 


ing to 1,000 Daily' 


BODIES STREWN OVER STREET 


Carrying Coolies Fall Over Dead 


While Bearing Caskets to The . 


Grave Mounds

Chengtu, "Szeehuen 
Provincial 


capital, China, 
(By Mail).—Hun- 


dreds of bodies strewn on the streets 
with carrying • coolies falling dead 
while they attempt to bear caskets 
to the grave mounds, are s'onie of 
the gruesome sights to.he seen 
in 


Chengtu today. 


Cholera has 
stricken 
this, the 


richest province in all China,, and its 
widespread disaster 
is 
directly 


chargeable \to the militaristic bick- 
erings which have sent this ancient 
nation to the verge of .disaster. With 
eight military fac.tions engaged in 
outlawry, Szechuen province is in 
dire straits. 
Cities have been vio- 


lated, residents outraged 
and 
the 


country districts thrown into such a 
state of panic that the farmers are 
afraid t° bring their 
produce to 


the markets because of the menace 
of the roving bands of soldiery. 


Foreign medical men took up the 


fight against cholera when it became 
epidemic and. had made fair head- 
way towards controlling the disease. 
Then the- Southern army invaded the 
province, and the Szeehuenese jirmy 
divided into many groups of warr- 
ing factions. 


The populace became'-so frighten- 


ed thai, the health regulations im- 
posed by the foreigners were ignored 
and soon tb,e death list here alone 
mounted as high 
as 1,000.persons 


daily. 


In the meantime a political move- 


ment of grave ' portent is on foot. 
Lu Chao, head of 'the military or- 
•anization known as the Fifth Div- 
ision, has taken charge of the cap- 
ital city as military 
governor.
